Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The rejection of claims 29 and 30 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, has 
been overcome by Applicant's amendment. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(a) the invention was l<nown or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 



(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication In this or a foreign country or In public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
states. 



(c) he has abandoned the invention. 



(d) the Invention was first patented or caused to be patented, or was the subject of an Inventor's 
certificate, by the applicant or his legal representatives or assigns In a foreign country prior to the date 
of the application for patent in this country on an application for patent or inventor's certificate filed 
more than twelve months before the filing of the application in the United States. 

(e) the Invention was described In (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed In the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the Invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed In the United States 
only If the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language.

In determining priority of 
invention under this subsection, there shall be considered not only the respective dates of conception 
and reduction to practice of the invention, but also the reasonable diligence of one who was first to 
conceive and last to reduce to practice, from a time prior to conception by the other. 



Claims 29 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Baer (4946180). Note the highchair (see Figure 4), the elongate member (30, front 
member 23), rear-leg support (rear member 23), wherein the elongate member being of 
a unitary construction (30 and front member 23 are connected together to form a unit), 
seat (31), back-rest (51), front leg-support (23), tubular element (82, 82), tray (41, 42), 
and mounts (89A, 89B, 89C). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 15-28 are allowed. 
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Response to Amendment/Argument 

Applicant's response has been fully considered. Remaining issues are described 
in the above sections. The declaration filed on February 28, 2008 under 37 CFR 1 .131 
is sufficient to overcome the 35 USC 102 rejection submitted in the Office action of 
August 23, 2007. 

Conclusion 

This Office action has not been made final. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. A one-piece seat/backrest structure for a high chair is shown by 
Solomon (6666510).
